Rabbi Moses Schorr

PARIS—Prof. Moses Schorr, 
chief rabbi of Warsaw, Polish sen- 
ator and principal leader of the 
Polish Jews, has been released 
from arrest by the Soviet authori- 
ties in Lwow, his two daughters 
in Paris were informed. Rabbi 
Schorr had refused to leave Poland 
with the Polish government evacu- 
ation party: According to Count 
August Zaleski, Polish Foreign 
Minister, the chief rabbi asserted: 
“As long as I am the head of Pol- 
ish Jewry I cannot leave Polish 
soil, on which millions of comm

Succumbs Suddenly

BUCHAREST—Funeral services 
“were held Monday for Senator 
|} Jakob Isaac Niemirower, chief 
rabbi of Bucharest and principal 
' leader of the Rumanian Jews, who 
died last Friday of aneurysm (dila- 
tion of the arteries) after a strenu- 
ous day’s work. He was 67 years 
old. 

Members of the Jewish commu- | 
nity paid their last respects to | 
Rabbi Niemirower on Sunday as | 
his body lay in state in the Great 
Temple. Rumanian Jews were | 
deeply affected by a British Broad- 
casting Company eulogy of the 
chief rabbi in the Rumanian lan- 
guage. 


The Jewish community 
plunged into mourning over his | 
death at a time when he was active | 
in organizing relief for war refu- | 
gees from Poland and was slated | 
to head a new central Jewish body | 
planned by the government as the | 
legal representative of the Ruma- 
nian Jews.

Venerated by the Jews and re- 
spected in government circles, Rab- 
bi Niemirower was fearless in pro- 
_ testing against anti-Semitic re- 
strictions and he frequently inter- 
vened with the government against 
contemplated anti-Jewish measures. 
His position as the outstanding 
leader of the Rumanian Jews made 
him the target of a would-be assas- 
sin’s bullets on Jan. 11, 1936, when 
a religious fanatic named Aurel 
Joneseu, said to have been incited 
by anti-Semites, fired three shots 
at him outside his home, wounding 
*him slightly in the hip. 


Besides serving as chief rabbi, 
Dr. Niemirower was for many 
years president of the Rumanian 
Zionist Federation, in which capac- 
ity he headed a delegation to Pal- 
estine in April, 1938, to seek en- 
larged immigration of Rumanian 
Jews to the Holy Land. He also 
was head of the Rumanian lodge of 
B’nai B'rith, international Jewish 
fraternal order with headquarters 
in Washington. 


Born in Galicia in 1871, Dr. Nie- 
mirower was a rabbi in Jassy be- 
tween 1899 and 1913, when he came 
to Bucharest as a rabbi of the

WILNO—Reliable advices reach- 
ing here from Nazi Poland said 
that 50,000 Warsaw Jews have been 
evicted from their apartments and 
told of unabated plundering of 
Jewish homes and rape of Jewish 
women by Nazi troops. 


One of the latest developments is | 


the disappearance of Jewish wom- 
en, who are seized by German sol- 
diers and taken to their camps for 
lewd purposes. The military au- 
thorities at Lodz ordered the Jew- 
ish community to supply 100 Jew- 
ish women and when the commu- 
nity failed to comply, 100 were 
seized at random in the streets.

Are In Need of Food

PARIS—Bread and warm cloth- 
ing for nearly 1,500,000 hungry 
Jews in Nazi Poland and winter 
clothing for 500,000 homeless Jew- 
ish refugees under the Soviet oc- 
cupation is the need of the hour, 
according to a “reasonably com- 
plete and accurate summary” of 
the situation of the Polish Jews 
received here. The summary re- 
vealed: 


A million and a half Jews in Po- 
land came under the Nazi occupa- 
tion and 2,000,000 under the Soviet, 
the latter including 500,000 home- 
less refugees from German-occu- 
pied western Poland. Nearly 50 
per cent of all Jewish-populated 
townships in Nazi Poland have been 
demolished by bombing.

dents in the City of Chelge2, Mass. The first in- 
cident hes to do with a speech on Chel*ea’s anni- 
versary by Governor Saltonsta!] several weeks azo 
in which ke lauded the community for the sp'endid 
way in which it= various recial groups were able 
to co-operate with one another, and singled it out 
as en example of one city in which raciol ani- 
mosity could gain no fcotfkold. 

The secord incident kas to do with the election 
of aldermen in Chelsea l?st week. One of the 
eight men seeking four vacant places was Wil- 
fred H. Williams, who ran on a Strictly anti- 
Semitic platform, snd who, despite the public de- 
nunciatiors of civic leaders of a1 classes, polled 
not two hundred. not five kundred, but more than 
5,000 vo‘es in a community of 43,090. Of the 
43,000 inh bitant of Chelsea, 18,000 are Jewish, 


so that Williams’ 5,000 votes came from 25,000 
people. 

Williams’ campaign was highlighted by publica- 
tion of scurrilous hzndbils and circulars attack- 
ing the Jews. The margin by which he was de- 
feated was closer than the point after touch down. 

In m king kis speech, Governor Saltonstall was 
prcebably as well irformed as the Jewish leaders of 
Che’sea. Yet he so under-estimated the under 
current of ill-feeling. Probably, today, and for the 
pact few weel:s the Jewish lezders of Chelsea have 
been running from the A. D. L. to the American- 
Jewish committee and maybe even to the Ameri- 
can-Jewish Corgre*s for advice, aid and comfort; 
thet is, after the hcrse has been stolen. 

A wise procedure for Chelsea, and for Indianap- 
olis fcr that matter, is to educate the public to 
the true position cf the Jew so that when the 
Pel'eys and the Williams come along, they will 
not so easily be able to foment hatred and bi’s.

Why Powerful Jews Make Poor Jewish Leaders, 
Tcld By Ben Mordecai in The Jewish Advocate.— 
Lord Rethschild, only a few months ago, gave ex- 
pression to a statement which I have not seen 
qucted anywhere except in the co:umns of the 
London Jewish Chronicle. Yet, the thought con- 
tained in his stztement is one which should be 
brovght heme to every thinking American Jew, 
and particularly to those to whom it applies. 


Himself one of the leading “wealthy Jews,” 
Rothschild drew attention to the common belief 
that the smal! group of wealthy Jews who had 
lived in a country for many years represented the 
opinicn of the majority of the Jews. These so- 
culed leaders were, in his opinion, probably the 
least qua-ified people to represent Jewish opinion. 


If I had taken the responsibility, first hand, for 
this uiterance, I would be treading on dangerous 
ground, for I would draw down upon me the 
wrath cf the American Jewish Committee, of 
Strarss ard Streock, Proskauer and Rosenwald, 
Adler and Austrian, Butzel and Wineman, Backer 
and Elkus end Ittleson, Leidesdorf, Bamberger 
nd Resenberg—the group who constitute self- 
appointed leader*hip of American Jewry because 
hey are the socia! elite and the wealthy Jews of 
America. Bet I did not say it; it comes from 
Lerd Rothsctild, one whom they recognize as their 
very own. 


It so happens that Rothschild is correct, for 
possession of wealth, while it may indicate busi- 
nes sagacity, investment luck, or wise choice of 
porents, does not in itse’f indiczte an under- 
st-nding of Jewish problems ror does it confer 
any special ability to meet and solve these prob- 
The contrary is true.
